Third Suspect in 


Holdup Identified 


June Brashear Viewed by 


Staff of First National 


Thursday 


A third suspect in the $24.- 


000 robbery of the First Na- 
tional Bank here February 
23, was identified Thursday 
by members of the bank staff 
as June Brashear, alias Louis 
Jamison, 28. 


Brashear was brought to Hope city 
ll at 11:30 Thursday morning where 


Lloyd Spencer, Syd 
McMath, Roy 


Slcphenson and Chester 
Harwell, 


members of the bank staff, viewed 
the suspect and said that Brashear 
was one of three bandits who entered 
the bank with drawn pistols. 


Brashear was said to have stood 


guard over the bank employes while 
Charley Chapman, alleged leader of 
the gang, went through money cages 
and the bank vault sacking the loot 
in a large cloth bag. 


Brashear was arrested in Claremore, 


Okla., after being traced to Kansas 
City, parts of Texas, and then into 
Oklahoma. He was taken to El Do- 
rado following his arrest in Okla- 
homa, tp face charges of robbing the 
Smackovcr State' Bank of approxi- 
mately J6000 last January. Brashear 
was brought to Hope by El Dorado 
officers Thursday morning. 


'His Second Arrest 


It .was the second time that Brashear 


has been arrested. Three days after 
the robbery here while Hempstead 
and 
Miller county 
officers 
were 


searching the vicinity of Garland City 
in an effort to arrest Shirley Crank 
in connection 
with 
the 
robbery, 


Brashcar was nabbed at Fulton by 
Deputy Sheriff J. C. Pate. 


Pate brought the suspect to Hope. 


At that time Chester Harwell said 
he was "positive" that Brashear was 
one of the bandits who stood over him 
with a pistol while the bank was be- 
ing robbed. Other members o£ the 
bank staff at that time said they were 
not 
positive 
concerning Brashear's 


identity, 


Brashear was taken to the city hall 


and after being questioned by officers 
was released. 


Brashear is the second suspect to be 


arrester in connection with the day- 
light robbery of Smackover 
bank. 


Charley Chapman, one time wealthy 
road contractor and believed to be the 
leader of raid on the Hope bank, is 
charged with the robbery, 


It became known last Friday that 


Chapman hnd been released from the 
El Dorado jail under $6000 bond for 
appearance at the June term of Union 
county criciiit court. 


Sheriff A. D. Maxey, of Crawford 


county, who captured Chapman near 
Van Buren several weeks ago after 
a gun battle in which the alleged ban- 
dit was wounded five times, is be- 
lieved instrumental in bringing about 
the arrest of Brashear at Claremore, 
Okla. 


Williams Sentenced 


Charley Williams, one of the actual 


bank robbers, pleaded guilty during 
the April term of Hempstead circuit 
court and was sentenced to five years 
in the penitentiary. Williams was not 
asked to name his companions in the 
robbery during open court. 


Williams was captured in Alexan- 


dria, La., a few days following the ar- 
rest of Chapman near Van Buren. It 
was said Sheriff Maxey furnished 
Louisiana officers information which 
led to the arrest of Williams at Alex- 
andria. 


The Hempstead county grand jury 


indicted Chapman. But at that time 
Sheriff'Maxey was holding him for 
the "highest bidder." Circuit Judge 
Dexter Bush issued a court order and 
sent Sheriff John L. Wilson to return 
Chapman to this county for trial. 


When the Hempstead sheriff arriv- 


ed to get Chapman, Sheriff Maxey 
had removed his prisoner. For two 
days the whereabouts of Maxey and 
Chapman were not known. Then the 
Crawford-county sheriff turned up at 
El Dorado and 
turned his prisoner 


over to Union county officers for rob- 
bery of the Smackover bank. 


Friend of Lindbergh Re- 


calls Seeing Strangers 


at His Home 


WASHINGTON — (/P) — 


Gaston Means told the jury in 
District of Columbia Supreme 
Court Thursday, where he is 
on trial for conspiracy in con- 
nection with the ransom at- 
tempt for the Lindbergh baby 
last year, that the kidnapers 
made two attempts to deliver 
the child in Washington on 
March 8, 1932, a week after 
the kidnaping. 


Naming Wellington Henderson and 


Irving Fcnton as the kidnapers, Means 
said Henderson told him that they 
look the baby once to the George- 
town home of Col. M. Robert Gug- 
genheim, a friend of Lindbergh, but 
delivery was refused. 


Henderson, according to Means' tes- 


timony, told him that just before this 
they had sought to deliver the child 
loathe McLean home. 


Part of Henderson's story to Means 


was apparently corroborated by pre-

Then the priest told of prom- 
ises which Means, and later Whitaker, 
had made to Mrs, McLean, for six 
weeks. 
He said he had accompanied Mrs. 


McLean and Means to Mrs. McLean's 
country home in nearby Maryland 
where Means had assured them the 
baby would be returned in 48 hours. 
He told of the various delays, the 
many excuses which kept coming up, 
as Means sent Mrs. McLean hopeful- 
ly to her cottage at Aiken, there to 
receive the baby and then on down 
to El Paso, where, he assured her, the 
child would be returned; 
then back 


again to Aiken, and on to Washing- 
ton.

Anti-Trust Move Beaten 


WASHINGTON — (/P) — An unsuc- 


cessful atlempt was made by Demo- 
cratic insurgents at a secret caucus 
Wednesday night to put the huge 
house democratic majority in this ses- 
sion designed to relax the anti-trust 
laws. 


The caucus, forced by 29 Democrats 


led by Representative 
Shannon of 


Missouri, broke up after Iwo hours of 
biller altacks by the insurgents on 
the proposed suspensio nof the anti- 
trust laws, but not before a resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted "ex- 
pressing confidence in the leadership 
and patriotism of President Roose- 
velt." 


Representative Byrns of Tennessee, 


the Democratic leader, presented the 
resolution supporting President Roose- 
velt after the insurgents withdrew 
resolutions by Representative McFar- 
lane, 
democrat, Texas, 
declaring 


against any relaxation of the anti- 
Irusl laws.

McFarlane contended that the farm 


relief-anflation bill, ready to go to 
the president for his signature, with 
the administration's railroad bill and 
the projected industry control meas- 
ure would permit relaxation of the 
anti-trust laws. 


He declared this was contrary to 


the 
democratic 
national platform, 


which says: 


We 
advocate strengthening 
and 


impartial enforcement of the anti- 
trust laws, to prevent monopoly apd 
unfair trade practices, and revision 
thereof for the better protection of 
labor and the small producer and dis- 
tributor."

Chinese Concede Defeat 


TIENTSIN, China.—Three Japanese 


brigades accompanied by aerial bomb- 
ers haye crossed the Lwan river in 
North China, beyond the large tri- 
angle they declared they would make 
into a neutral zone, and Wednesday 
were sweeping rapidly southwestward 
in the direction of Peiping. 


The relaxing of Chinese censorship 


in Tintsin and Peiping shows the ed- 
itors to be keenly alive to the proba- 
bility that the major Japanese aim is 
to drive out the constituted author- 
ity from Peiping and make possible 
the founding of an independent North 
China hostile to Nanking. 


Gen. Ho Chu-Kuo, war minister, in 


command in North China, describes 
the present operations as being unpre- 
cedented in size and fury in the Sino- 
Japanege conflict and expresses the 
conviction that the Japanese fully in- 
tend to smash the loyalist armies in 
North China and then, with the de- 
moralized troops fully retreating, to 
establish an independent pro-Man- 
chukuo regime. General Ho declares 
China is trying its utmost to frustrate 
the scheme, but is convinced the Jap- 
anese will use force at whatever point 
it may be necessary to enable the anti- 
Nanking elements to establish their 
own regime. 


Telephone advices from Peiping re- 


port an extraordinary decision on the 
part of General Ho, after ascertaining 
from the Japanese authorities in Pei- 
ping that the main smash through 
Miyun was scheduled to begin Thurs- 
day. 


General Ho, conceding the inevita- 


bility of Shinese defeat and- fearing 
the disorganized Chinese troops flee- 
ing southward' may create disorders 
and attempt looting, announced that 
when Miyun falls he will close Peip- 
ing's gates. He is already mounting 
machine guns on the, city walls and 
digging a vast semicircle of trenches 
a fe wmiles north of the city, whence 
machine 
gunners will, if necessary, 


fire upon the retreating Chinese forces 
to deflect them and prevent looting 
in Peiping.

Public Is Not So 
Dumb,'Prof.'Finds 


Knew What It Wanted— 


Repeal, Farm Relief, 


Vet Slash

WASHINGTON — Wi-^i American 


voters were thinking about when they 
went to the polls last November is 
the subject of a unique survey and 
report by Edward S. Robinson, pro- 
fessor of psychology at Yale Univer- 
sity. 


Professor Robinson has long doubt- 


ed that the public stupidity is as great 
as the public seems to think it is. 
He suggested to the National League 
of Women Voters last year that they 
get together on a study of political 
opinions of voters. Last fall they ob- 
tained from about 8500 men and wom- 
en in 37 states their reactions to the 
candidates and to 24 typical political 
statements that were being used in the 
campaign. 


The professor, is still unable to as- 


sert any faith in the sort of public 
omniscience which has been claimed 
by some of the more 
shippers of democracy, 
reassured in his

More Liberal 


The voter is becoming more liberal 


in his political thinking, 
Robinson

dividualism and still vague as to what 
socialism may be, he is nevertheless 
veering slightly toward socialistic doc- 
trines.

The Hoover voters, the Roosevelt 


voters and the Thomas voters all cast 
majorities for those two propositions. 
They were chosen from five groups— 
professional; 
semi-professional 
and 


managerial; clerical, skilled and semi- 
skilled trades, retail and minor busi- 
ness and minor 
clerical 
positions; 


farmers; factory workers. 


The five other propositions that ma- 


jorities from all parlies favored call- 
ed for federal 
protection of states 


wishing to retain prohibition, drastic 
reduction of government expenditures, 
keeping the currency "sound at all 
hazards," adjustment by the farmer of 
his production to the law of supply 
and demand, and government support 
for only those veterans disabled by 
the World war. These convictions and 
n strong opposition to bonus payment, 
Robinson says, "represent the political 
philosophy of voters as a whole just 
before election." 


Favored Repeal 


The only clear case on which the 


Roosevelt voters took a more decided 
stand fhan the supporters of one of 
the other candidates was on the plank 
calling for repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment in unqualified terms. 


The Hoover voters were principally 


distinguished for their endorsement 
ol the principle that "federal aid in 
economic crisis should be confided to 
state and local governments, and to 
governme'nt - supervised 
institutions 


such as banks and railroads. 


The Thomas vote was associated 


with the most decided political opin- 
ions and only in that group was there 
a majority for joining the 
World 


Court, for leading the way to world 
peace by reducing army and navy, 
and for recognizing Russia. 


The most popular of the 24 state- 


ments was: "The government should 
support only those veterans disabled 
during,the war." 


Robinson says this 
indicates the 


popularity of Roosevelt's recent cuts 
in veteran expenditures. 


"If politicians had searched among 


the ifsuns of last campaign to find one 
lor which majority opinion was most 
definite," he says, "they could not 
have picked a safer bet than this one 


j regarding the limitation of veterans' 
relief."

Dumb,'Prof.'Finds 


Knew What It Wanted— 


Repeal, Farm Relief, 


Vet Slash

WASHINGTON — Wi-^i American 


voters were thinking about when they 
went to the polls last November is 
the subject of a unique survey and 
report by Edward S. Robinson, pro- 
fessor of psychology at Yale Univer- 
sity. 


Professor Robinson has long doubt- 


ed that the public stupidity is as great 
as the public seems to think it is. 
He suggested to the National League 
of Women Voters last year that they 
get together on a study of political 
opinions of voters. Last fall they ob- 
tained from about 8500 men and wom- 
en in 37 states their reactions to the 
candidates and to 24 typical political 
statements that were being used in the 
campaign. 


The professor, is still unable to as- 


sert any faith in the sort of public 
omniscience which has been claimed 
by some of the more 
shippers of democracy, 
reassured in his

More Liberal 


The voter is becoming more liberal 


in his political thinking, 
Robinson

dividualism and still vague as to what 
socialism may be, he is nevertheless 
veering slightly toward socialistic doc- 
trines. He believes now, for instance, 
that:

The Hoover voters, the Roosevelt 


voters and the Thomas voters all cast 
majorities for those two propositions. 
They were chosen from five groups— 
professional; 
semi-professional 
and 


managerial; clerical, skilled and semi- 
skilled trades, retail and minor busi- 
ness and minor 
clerical 
positions; 


farmers; factory workers. 


The five other propositions that ma- 


jorities from all parlies favored call- 
ed for federal 
protection of states 


wishing to retain prohibition, drastic 
reduction of government expenditures, 
keeping the currency "sound at all 
hazards," adjustment by the farmer of 
his production to the law of supply 
and demand, and government support 
for only those veterans disabled by 
the World war. These convictions and 
n strong opposition to bonus payment, 
Robinson says, "represent the political 
philosophy of voters as a whole just 
before election." 


Favored Repeal 


The only clear case on which the 


Roosevelt voters took a more decided 
stand fhan the supporters of one of 
the other candidates was on the plank 
calling for repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment in unqualified terms. 


The Hoover voters were principally 


distinguished for their endorsement 
ol the principle that "federal aid in 
economic crisis should be confided to 
state and local governments, and to 
governme'nt - supervised 
institutions 


such as banks and railroads. 


The Thomas vote was associated 


with the most decided political opin- 
ions and only in that group was there 
a majority for joining the 
World 


Court, for leading the way to world 
peace by reducing army and navy, 
and for recognizing Russia. 


The most popular of the 24 state- 


ments was: "The government should 
support only those veterans disabled 
during,the war." 


Robinson says this 
indicates the 


popularity of Roosevelt's recent cuts 
in veteran expenditures. 


"If politicians had searched among 


the ifsuns of last campaign to find one 
lor which majority opinion was most 
definite," he says, "they could not 
have picked a safer bet than this one 


j regarding the limitation of veterans' 
relief."

Wain, is a book that belongs on the 
same shelf with "The Good Earth." 


In it this descendant of Philadelphia 


Quakers tells how she lived for years 
in $\6 home of a Chincsa upper-class 
family, in their homestead along the 
grand canal in the north of China. 
The picture of Chinese life which she 
gives is, in its own way, as revealing, 
as faithful and hs fascinating as tile 
picture Mrs. Buck gave us. 


The Lin family, with whom Miss 


Wain lived, exemplifies perfectly the 
way in which China Is governed by 
families. Its homestead—a vast, ramb- 
ling building in which some 80 mem- 
bers of the family liyed—was built 650 
years ago; but because 
the 
main 


branch of the' family still lived in 
Canton, to the south, the place was 
known as "The House of Exile." 


Tho family had written records of 


its existence for 104 generations; fur- 
thermore, eacli member 
had these 


records perfectly memorized. 
The 


family had seen 17 royal Chinese dy- 
nasties come and go. Is it any wonder 
that such people feel that the ups and 
downs of government are minor mat- 
ters, so long as the family itself sur- 
vives?
